better to call him a progressive.

were entertaining 
him, cheered 
his 
definition of his political status. 
In spite* of rain thousands were on 
hand at the station to see him. 
A fter 
a parade through the business section 
of 
the 
cliv 
and 
the 
luncheon 
the 
colonel 
went to the W estport high 
school, in the southern end of tile 
city, and talked to the pupils. 
He j 
wound up the day by making a speech ! 
to a throng that filled Hie auditorium. 
His speech was about honesty in pub­ 
lic and private life. 
On the way to and from the school 
bons* the colonel was escorted by a 
squad 
of 
police mounted on 
motor 
cycles, being exempt from the* opera­ 
tion of the speed laws for the tim e, 
the colonel's 
chauffeur 
opened 
the 
throttle wide and whizzed over the 
boulevards 
at 
a 
rate 
which 
made 
the colonel jam his hat down hard 
and gasp for breath. 
The auditorium 
of the high school was crowded with 
students when the colonel arrived and 
they stood up and gave him the Chau 
tauqua salute*, while at the same tim e 
they shouted at tho top of their voices. 


Afraid of His Audience. 


As 
soon 
as

speak the colonel said he had a confes­ 
sion to make; 
that he was a little 
afraid of the audience, because half of 
it 
was composed of girls 
whom he 
never knew how to handle. 
“ I have four boys of my own,” he 
said, “and only two girls. 
The girls 
were both in charge of their mother 
until 
they 
grew 
up and 
then 
took 
charge of me. 
They have treated nu 
kindly but firm ly.” 
The colonel told them some stories 
of Africa, the natives and the wild 
animals. 
As the guest of honor of the Kansas 
City 
Commercial 
club, 
Theodore 
Rot -evelt drank a toast to the presi­ 
dent, was him self toasted as the “first 
citizen of the United States,” and lis­ 
tened to a rollicking song. 
The colonel resjionded heartily to 
the toast to the president, but looked 
on statuesque as the reference to him­ 
self was made. 
Three 
hundred 
men attended 
the 
luncheon and gave Colonel Roosevelt 
* noisy welcome. 
Colonel Roosevelt complimented the 
l>eople of Kansas City upon tho expen­ 
sive 
improvements 
that 
have

made to their w ater works system. He 
expressed his interest in the improve­ 
ment of the waterways, especially of 
the Misouri river. 
Eighteen thousand people stood up. 
cheered, 
screamed 
and 
waved their 
handkerchiefs 
as 
Colonel 
Roosevelt 
went on the platform of Convention 
hall. 
Two thousand people had to be

away 
from 
the 
doors 
after 
every seat and all standing room had 
been occupied.

PUBLIC DEBT IS INCREASED 


Due 
Largely to 
Excess of 
National 
Bank Deposits Over Redemptions. 


Washington, Sept. 2.— W ith an in­ 
crease of $3,273,325 in the public debt 
and a total deficit of $17,371,408.08, the 
United States treasury closed the sec­ 
ond month of the fiscal year, keeping 
on an even keel, all 
circumstances 
considered, with a working balance of 
$30,826,057.23 on hand and the general 
fund down to $89,523,207.59. 
The increase in public debt is due 
f'argely to an excess of national bank 
deposits over redemptions. 
Those who have observed closely 
the fluctuations of the working bal­ 
ance in the last month affect to find 
satisfaction in that it is a shade better 
than at the close of July, even if there 
has 
been 
a 
drop 
of 
approximately 
three milions in the general fund. The 
deficit, too, of $17,000,000 is a round 
$10,000,000 under what it was a year 
ago at this tim e, and a progressive 
condition is apparent in the compan­ 
ion 
of 
receipts 
and 
disbursements 
with those of this date in the last 
fiscal year.

Oil of the Porpoise. 
The porpoises killed in w inter are 
tile fattest and produce most oil. Tho 
largest size measure about seven feet 
in length, five feet in girth and weigh 
about 300 pounds. 
Such a porpoise 
yields from six to seven gallons of oil. 
The blubber of a big porpoise weighs 
about IOO pounds and is one and a 
half inches thick in summer and two 
in winter. 
The jaw s of the porpoise 
yield a superior quality of oil. 
When 
hung up in the sun it readily drips 
away into cans provided for th** pur­ 
pose. the quantity of oil thus procur­ 
ed, however, being not more than half 
a pint to Hie Jaw. 
The oil from the 
blubber gives an excellent light and is 
in demand along flit* coast for light­ 
house use. 
It has no offensive odor.

This money is said to 
come from the Indian fund belonging 
to the Chippewas, which the govern­ 
ment has in trust for the Chippewa 
tribe. 
One of the chief objections to the 
removal is the tact the government in 
tile treaty transferred some of the 
best land at M ille J.aes, worth from 


$10 to $50 an acre, for swamp land on 
tile 
Chippewa 
Indian 
reservation. 
Then tills land was claimed by tile 
state from the government and the 
state has been granted the land, and 
thus far the Indians have not been 
given the old land back or other land 
in its stead. 
Another more serious objection to 
the removal 
is that the Chippewas 
have buried their dead in the M ille 
Lacs reservation and they hold the 
land in nacred trust on that account.
